Deficit Is 


Faced By U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration rolled out 
final figures today on the na­ 
tion’s 
second 
largest 
budget 
deficit since World War II, a 
fiscal 1971 red-ink figure be­ 
tween $20 billion and $25 billion. 
The precise figure, set for an­ 
nouncement 
by 
the 
Treasury 
Department, is topped only by 
the $25.2-billion deficit rung up 
during fiscal 1968 under former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
But the 1971 deficit is not apt 
to attract wide criticism from 
Democrats, 
who 
have 
urged 
President Nixon to spend even 
more to give the economy more 
steam. 
It does 
reflect a dramatic 
change 
in 
Nixon’s 
economic 
thinking since he became presi­ 
dent. When the fiscal 1971 budg­ 
et was submitted to Congress in 
early 1970, Nixon said it would 
show a $1.3-billion surplus. 


“I have pledged to the Amer­ 
ican people that I would submit 
a balanced budget for 1971,” 
Nixon said in that budget mes­ 
sage. 
“This 
is 
particularly 
necessary because the cost of 
living has been rising rapidly 
for the past five years. 


“The budget I send to you to­ 
day—the first for which I bear 
full 
responsibility 
as 
presi­ 
dent—fulfill that pledge.” 
The projected $1.3-billion sur­ 
plus for the year ended June 
30, 1971, quickly faded away. 
Unforeseen outlays, 
some un­ 
controllable increases and some 
'unwanted big spending voted by 
Congress sent the deficit soar­ 
ing. 
Nixon, 
meantime, 
adopted 
the 
policy that the economy 
should be expanded with in­ 
creased federal spending and 
declared himself a believer in 
Keynesian economics—the idea 
budget deficits are necessary 
during 
periods 
of 
economic 
slack. 
But the economy has failed to 
pick up as snappily as Nixon 
wanted, adding to the budget 
deficit through a shortage in 
revenues. 
When Nixon submitted his fis­ 
cal 1972 budget to Congress, he 
projected the 1971 deficit offi­ 
cially at $18.6 billion. The jump 
past $20 billion is largely traced 
to failure of the economy to 
provide expected tax money. 
The 
administration 
appears 
certain to set another mark, 
the largest back-to-back budget 
deficits since World War II. 
Although the budget deficit 
for the newly begun fiscal year 
is officially set at $11.6 billion, 
the administration said new ex­ 
penditures by Congress and a 
revenue shortage will add at 
least another $7 billion to that 
A 
two-year 
deficit 
in 
the 
neighborhood of $45 billion is 
seen likely.

Pesky Problems Fail To 
Hinder Spaceship’s Flight

SPACE

(AP) — The Apollo 15 explorers 
hurtled “right by the book” on 
course to the moon today, both­ 
ered only by such pesky space­ 
ship gremlins as a broken piece 
of glass and a brief voltage 
drop. 
Flight director Glynn Lunney 
said the problems all were mi­ 
nor and posed no threat to the 
astronauts or the planned land­ 
ing on the moon Friday. 
David R. Scott. James B. Ir­ 
win and Alfred M. Worden re­ 
tired 
an 
hour 
late 
Tuesday 
night after spending extra time 
helping the ground troubleshoot 
a rash of nagging electrical and 
communications difficulties. So 
Mission Control Center let them 
sleep an hour later today. 
No major activity was sched­ 
uled and officials want the as­ 
tronauts 
well 
rested 
for 
six 
busy days ahead in the vicinity 
of the moon. 
Lunney was asked if the total 
of five problems reported so far 
on the mission was unusual, es­ 
pecially in electrical systems. 
“I don’t think you can make 
too much of the electrical prob­ 
lem s,” he replied. “We always 
seem 
to 
have these nagging 
sorts of problems. When you 
consider the complexity of the 
hardware, I think we’re doing 
quite well.” 


Lunney also commented on 
the quietness of the crew, who 
rarely say anything unless spo­ 
ken to by Mission Control. 


“The Apollo crews generally 
have been very quiet on the 
way out to the moon,” he said. 
“They go over their checklists, 
and 
discuss 
procedures 
with 
each other. They train mentally 
for the lunar activities. I expect 
a lot more from them when 
they reach the moon.” 
A series of four minor prob­ 
lems cropped up Tuesday after 
the astronauts had overcome a 
potentially damaging electrical, 
problem in the main spaceship 
engine sstem. 
Two 
were 
solved 
quickly. 
Ground experts were trouble­ 
shooting the others today. 
The new troubles cropped up 
when Scott 
and 
Irwin trans­ 
ferred Tuesday night into the 
lunar module, called Falcon, to 
make certain all its systems 
were in order for their descent 
to the base of the moon’s high­ 
est mountains at 6:15 p.m. EDT 
Friday. Apollo 15 is to fire into 
lunar orbit at 4:05 p.m. Thurs­ 
day. 
Simultaneously, 
commu­ 
nications from a tracking sta­ 
tion at Gold stone, Calif., was 
lost for 19 seconds and voltage 
dropped in an electrical system 
in the command ship Endea­ 
vour. 
Both 
problems 
were 
brief. 


The first was traced quickly 
to a power amplifier at Gold- 
stone. A series of tests showed 
the two incidents were not con­ 
nected. and further tests traced 
the power drop to a tripped cir­ 
cuit breaker. 
* 
Mission Control said the af­ 
fected circuit controlled a few 
display panel lights and that 
engineers were developing al­ 
ternate ways of lighting them. 
Then Scott and Irwin had dif­ 
ficulty 
for 
several 
minutes 
making radio contact from the 
lunar module to Mission Con­ 
trol, but finally succeeded after 
pointing 
antennas 
properly. 
This 
has 
happened 
on 
most 
Apollo flights. 
While 
checking 
the 
cabin, 
they dicovered a one-by-four- 
inch piece of glass covering a 
meter had shattered. 
The space between the two 
glass panes normally contains 
helium under pressure to help 
keep out contaminants. Without 
the pressure, the meter must 
function 
in 
a 
lesser 
oxygen 
pressure or in a vacuum on the 
moon. It is used to determine 
distance and closing rate dur­ 
ing both, descent to the moon 
and the later rendezvous with 
the command ship.

Coach Coens Speaks At Rotary 


James A. Wilson presented 
Coach Larry J. Goens of the 
Rushville High School football 
team, as the speaker before the 
Rotary Club at the Durbin, Tues­ 
day. 
In addition to discussing the 
pre-season outlook for the foot­ 
ball team. Coach Goens gave 
seven, reasons why a relatively 
small percentage of the boys 
in any high school are candidat­ 
es for a position on the football 
team. First of all, football is 
hard work, and many present 
day youths have grown up in 
relative luxury, without having 
to do any hard physical work, 
consequently, when they reach 
high school, they avoid any acti­ 
vity that involves hard physical 
effort. In the second place, foot­ 
ball is a contract sport, thus the 
prospect must like violent phy­ 
sical contacts; he must be a 
violent youth. 
Football, however, is violent 
only within limits; it is played 
under a system of rules and 
regulations, and the player must 
have a high degree of self-con­ 
trol, and be willing to accept 
discipline of his playing. It is 
also necessary 
that the 
boy 
have the intelligence and will­ 
ingness to learn rapidly froM 
others and from experience. The 
size of football players at all 
levels of activity has risen a 
great deal over the years, con­ 
sequently, high school players 
must have size as well as abil­ 
ity. 
Once the player has made the 
squad, he has to acquire two 
additional traits if he wishes to 
be outstanding: He must be a 
team player and work for the 
success of the team rather than 
for his own personal gain; sec­ 
ondly, he must learn to disre­ 
gard outside pressure from spec­ 
tators, friends and people in the 
community. If a student is able 
to meet all these qualifications, 
according to Coach Goens, he 
will not only be successful in 
football, but in anything else he 
may attempt. 
The 
speaker 
is 
optimistic 


about the coming high school 
football season. As a whole the 
team will have more size than 
it has had in several seasons, 
and candidates with experience 
are expected to be available 
for each starting position. With 
field lights, some new equip­ 
ment, and an addition to the 
coaching staff, the team should 
have a good season, he stated.

There are more than 12,000 
Credit Unions in the United 
States with membership in ex­ 
cess of six million. Indiana has 
600 with membership fluctuat­ 
ing' between ten and eleven per 
cent of the total population. As­ 
sets in the state are approxi­ 
mately 
$500 
million, 
which 
grows progressively with the 
economy and population. 
To find out more about the 
status of the Credit Union move­ 
ment in the state, I talked to 
Clarence Clarkowski, managing 
director of the Indiana Credit 
Union League. 
Approximately 
90 per cent of the Credit Unions 
in the state belong to the as­ 
sociation, another 5 per cent are 
Farm 
Bureau 
Credit 
Unions 
with their own association. On­ 
ly 4 per cent are unaffiliated. 
Clarkowski said: 
“We have 
been growing faster percentage 
wise in the past three years 
than any other financial insti­ 
tution.” 
A Credit Union is a coopera­ 
tive savings and loan associa­ 
tion operated by the members 
for their own mutual benefit. 
They can be chartered under 
Federal or State laws. Clar­ 
kowski 
said: 
“In 
our state, 
and this hasn’t changed in a 
period of 15 years, 80 per cent 
are federally chartered and 20 
per cent state chartered.” 
The co-operative credit soc­ 
ieties started in Germany in 
1848 during the industrial re­ 
volution. Banks charged exor­ 
bitant interest rates and were 
reluctant to loan money to the 
laboring force. The first such 
group organized in North Amer­ 
ica is said to be one in Quebec 
in 1900. 
The founder of the Quebec 
group moved to Boston, where 
he interested Edward A. Filene, 
a department store executive, in 
the credit union movement. A 
bill was drafted and passed to 
make credit unions legal in 
Massachusetts. 
They 
have 
grown in size and number un­ 
til they now handle more than 
five per cent of all consumer

NEW YORK (AP) — NBC’s 
George A. Heinemann likes to 
point out that he is a broad­ 
caster, not an educator.

That show, as yet 
unnamed, was announced Tues­ 
day, 
Heinemann, the bald, hearty, 
dedicated ¥106* president of chil­ 
dren’* programming for NBC, 
whose experience goes back to 
the 
creation of “Ding 
Dong 
School” in 1952, 
spent more 
than a year working on the con­ 
cept of “Take a Giant Step.” 
“ When you combine educa­ 
tion with entertainment it sends 
a little bit of tension through 
broadcasters,” he said. 
" Entorta in menl-educ at ion 
wins awards but it doesn’t win 
big audiences. 
“The thing you must strive 
for is reach. 
Make a child 
reach for something, then the 
whole show comes alive. Sud­ 
denly, the education becomes 
entertaining and the entertain­ 
ment 
becomes 
educational.” 
"Take a Giant Step,” NBC’s 
Saturday 
morning 
showcase 
series, is basically an hour talk 
show for children. All of the 
shows will be done live from 
September through June, ex­ 
cept for six shows being taped 
this summer for holiday week­ 
ends. 
Each 
week 
the 
show 
will 
have a different trio of teen- 
aged hosts who will build the 
show around a theme such as 
beauty, machines, money, food, 
right and wrong, and happy- 
sad. 
Over 19 weeks of preparation 
they will be exposed to various 
films and materials they could 
use to illustrate the theme.

credit in the United States. 
Clarkowski told me: “About 
80 to 85 per cent of all of the 
money is currently out on loan 
to individual members. As a 
matter of record, the overall 
loss ratio of credit unions in the 
United States in the last 25 
years has been less than one 
half of one per cent.” 
Reasons for the low loss are 
closely tied to the credit union 
concept. Any seven individuals 
with a common employer, can 
apply for a charter. Once char­ 
tered, they are strictly super­ 
vised and regulated under the 
law. Annual meetings of all 
“ share holders” elect a loan 
committee, board of directors 
and supervisory committee to 
audit accounts. 
Loan applications are consid­ 
ered by fellow employees, of­ 
ten familiar with personal pro­ 
blems and work future of the 
individual applicant. The first 
bill to be paid usually is where 
you work so that you can con­ 
tinue on your job without em­ 
barrassment. 
A Bill to update the state 
Credit Union laws 
was sub­ 
mitted to the last General As­ 
sembly. Prior to introduction, 
It had been discussed with the 
Indiana Bankers Association and 
altered to remove opposition. 
The bill was described by Clar­ 
kowski as * more housekeeping 
phases.” House bill 1278 sailed 
past the House by a vote of 92 
to 0 and passed in the Senate 
by 28 to 12. It was vetoed by 
the Governor. 
The bill would have autho­ 
rized officer borrowing which 
is permitted under federal char­ 
ters. It would have permitted 
purchase of notes from liquidat­ 
ing credit unions to make sure 
share 
holders 
received 
their 
money and a borrower could 
continue until the loan was paid 
off. 
The problem was in a part 
which would permit chartering 
groups with a “common bond” 
rather than common employer. 
All attorneys in a given area 
or all members of one church 
would be permitted to organize 
a credit union. 
Authorization to permit merg­ 
ers rather than to let smaller 
credit unions to fail was struck 
out of the bill early in the ses­ 
sion. It was feared the groups 
would merge into a multi-bil­ 
lion dollar institution. The Lea­ 
gue considered it as an em­ 
ergency measure to be used 
only in duress pointing to the

among Credit Unions. 
The veto message said the 
bill “would create unfair com­ 
petition with tax paying com­ 
mercial

and would expand membership 
to a “common neighborhood.” 
The veto may be over-riden in 
January.

State Billboard 
Law Creates 
Controversy 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) 
— 
State Highway officials will of­ 
fer a second solution Aug. 4 in 
Indiana’s billboard, dispute with 
the U.S. Transportation Depart­ 
ment, which could cost the state 
$8.5 million a year in federal 
funds. 
They have prepared a new 
set of proposed regulations to 
control billboards and plan to 
discuss them with department 
officials in Washington. 
Indiana could lose 10 per cent 
of its federal- highway money 
unless the state meets federal 
requirements. 
The 1971 state billboard law is 
a key in the controversy. Under 
the law 90 per cent of the state’s 
area is exempted from control. 
State officials are allowed to 
prepare new regulations, 
ac­ 
cording to a clause in the act, 
if the U.S. Transportation De­ 
partment rejected the statute’s 
provisions. 
John A. Volpe. secretary of 
transportation, rejected the ini­ 
tial state proposal. 
Russell H. Harrell, executive 
director of the State Highway 
Commission, said federal trans­ 
portation 
officials 
have 
indi­ 
cated Volpe will take part in a 
meeting to discuss the regula­ 
tions if Gov. Edgar D. Whit­ 
comb attends. 
Whitcomb will not attend the 
meeting, if it is not a formal 
hearing, Harrell said. 
Under the new state proposal, 
land would be exempted as un­ 
zoned commercial and industri­ 
al only if it had one or more 
structures being used for such 
purpose. 
The exemption would extend 
for 800 feet along the highway’s 
edge beyond the boundary of 
the commercial activity loca­ 
tion. 
Exemption is allowed for busi­ 
ness and industrial zoned land 
in 
the 
federal 
beautification 
law. 
'The department rejected 'Indi­ 
ana’s law because of its loose 
definition of unzoned commer­ 
cial and industrial areas.

New City Of 12,000 To Be Built 
From ‘Scratch’ Near St. Louis

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Imagine 
fertile river bottomlands as an 
immaculate, 
tomorrow-1 and 
community: 
It houses 
12,000 
residents; it’s close to inter­ 
state freeways. 
Put that city on 1,300 acres of 
Missouri River bottoms farm - 
lying half in corn and wheat, 
half in weeds and scrub brush, 
17 miles northwest of St. Louis. 
You've created Earth City. 
Construction workers already 
are on the scene. A rezoning or­ 
dinance passed by the St. Louis 
County Council allowed work to 
begin despite some protests. A 
small but avid group of con­ 
servationists say they’re con­ 
vinced Earth City will spoil toe 
environment. 
Earth City’s developers say 
in eight years their project will 
stand proudly along the river 
bank, in sharp contrast to neig- 
boring St. Charles to the west 
and its 150-year-old first Mis­ 
souri Capital building. 
The river is on toe west. In­ 
terstate 
70 
borders 
on 
the 
south. 
A 
local 
expressway 
serves as the northern city lim­ 
it. The City of Bridgeton with 
its warehouses and commercial 
buildings lies to the east. 
Inside will be a triumvirate 
of planned subdivisions: a light 
industrial section, a residential 
area, and sandwiched between 
them, an office and commercial 
area. 
"A major goal of Earth City, 
because of the size of the acre­ 
age involved and the multiplic­ 
ity of uses, is to base its entire 
concept upon the creation of an 
environment conducive to the 
proposed 
types 
of 
develop­ 
ment,” says the community’s 
developer, Linday Corp. 
Linclay 
President 
J. 
Dale 
Perkinson hired architects, en­ 
gineers and environment spe­ 


cialists to set up Earth City. In 
the last year he has in vested 
more than $500,000 studying the 
community’s ecological effects. 
His firm plans to pour $300 mil­ 
lion into Earth City before it’s 
completed. 
Perkinson got the land from 
farmer Emil Hoechst. Hoechst 
and his two sons have run the 
1,699-acre afarm for the past 20 
years. 
The 
land 
was 
thick 
woods and gulleys before he 
purchased it in 1951. 
Linclay was forced to elimi­ 
nate 300 acres of the farm from 
its 
development 
plans. 
That 
section is in Bridgeton, and the 
City Council has not yet re­ 
zoned it 
Linclay didn’t get Earth City 
off the ground without putting 
up a fight. 
Before the St. Louis County 
Council 
re zoned 
the 
bot­ 
tomland, a hot series of debates 
took place among Linclay, the 
council and clean environment 
advocates. 
A leading Earth City oppo­ 
nent has been Bridgeton City 
Councilman 
Alf 
Stole. 
“We 
need open space to preserve 
the quality of life,” said Stole, 
an 
engineer 
with 
an 
archi­ 
tectural firm. 
He said problems of buildings 
settling and sewer breakage on 
the moist river bottom head toe 
list of anti-Earth City factors. 
“Earth City would not improve 
life in Bridgeton one iota. It 
would lower it,” he said. 
Stole has led efforts to get 
Bridgeton’s 20,000 residents to 
approve annexation of Earth 
City. He said if the project 
can’t be blocked at least anne­ 
xation “would give our people 
something to say, a voice in 
how it develops.” 
But he admits chances are 
slim for annexation. Too matiy 
legal problems stand in the 
way.

New England, including nearly 
one-third of Connecticut’s forest 
area. 
Aerial 
surveys 
show

necticut has been hit hardest, 
but none of the New England 
states has escaped dam age. 
Dr.

Anderson, 
Con­ 
necticut 
state 
entomologist, 
said som e 640,000 acres have 
been 
blighted 
by 
the 
cater­ 
pillars in the state. That figure 
represents close to one-third of 
the state’s entire forest area. 
Charles S. Hood, head of the 
P est 
Control 
Division 
of the 
M assachusetts 
Departm ent 
of 
Natural 
R esources, 
estim ated 
that 
more 
than 
18,000 
acres 
have been ravaged, much of it 
in the Cape Code area. 
The caterpillars 
have eaten 
nearly 3.000 acres in Rhode Is­ 
land, said 
Rudolph D ’Andrea, 
head of the Agriculture D ivi­ 
sion of the State Departm ent of 
Natural Resources. 
An 
entom ologist explained 
that the caterpillars sim ply eat 
the foliage from a tree until it 
is denuded. They will even eat 
ground 
cover—bushes, 
grass. 
The insects do their dam age in

than, as moths.

Blight Spread 
Is ISot Dramatic 


LAFAYETTE. 
Ind. 
(A P ) — 
The virulent “ T” strain of corn 
blight continues to increase in 
Indiana, 
but not dram atically 
and the spread of the disease is 
less than at this tim e last year. 


Purdue University plant di­ 
sease specialists also reported 
Monday that the virulent “T” 
strain of corn blight had not 
harmed a supposedly immune 
kind of corn. 


The experts said it had been 
determined 
that 
som e 
fields 
supposedly 
planted 
with 
the 
corn actually had been planted 
with seed containing the highly 
susceptible Texas sterile strain, 
due to mislabeling. 


They said blight lesions seen 
on leaves of som e normal corn 
were from the old “O” strain 
of corn blight “ which has been 
around a long tim e and is not 
an economic factor.” 


“ The “T” blight continues to 
increase but not dram atically. 
So far the disease is nothing 
compared to the first week of 
August a year ago.” said Earl 
L. Park, U.S. Agriculture De­ 
partment statistician at Purdue. 


The statistician also said har­ 
vesting the wheat crop was vir­ 
tually completed last week.

Each time a woman is re­ 
quired to designate either Mrs. 
or Miss, “she is reminded that 
her identity is perceived not 
only by her sex but also by her 
marital 
status,” 
Mrs, 
Abzug 
said, but such “governmental 
curiosity does not apparently 
extend to the private lives of 
men,” 


She said there is no justifica­ 
tion “for such idle curiosity 
about women. In view of the 
vast number of forms which 
must be completed by anyone 
associated 
with 
the 
United 
States, its elimination will do 
much to enhance the personal 
respect for the individual. ” 
Thus, she prepared for in­ 
troduction today a bill to prohi­
